A ROAD PLANE. 


! Implement Which an Ohio Farmer 


Is Using to Keep the High- 


ways in Repair. 


Upon the highways adjoining our 


farm, we are using a road plane that 
keeps the roads in excellent condition 
for the traveling public, and Is but 
very little labor for us. says George W. 
Brown, of Mount Corey, O., In writ- 
ing to Farm Journal. This implement 
is made of two solid oak planks 2xS 
inches and nine feet in length, set up 
edgewise and framed together by 2x1 
scantling, braced in the back 
with 


short iron braces. 
The lower edges 


of the plank are beveled upon the 
back, and are shod by bolting on tire 
iron from discarded grain drill wheels. 
An evener and doubletrees taken from 
the barrow complete the outfit. 
We 


hitch our team to this plane and drag 
It down one side of the roadway and 
back the other side, grading all the 
dirt to the center of the track. When 
rains come, the water quickly runs 
from the roadway and leaves it In good 
condition for travel.

Low Heads for Fruit Trees. 


I have no arbitrary height at which 


fruit trees should be headed; 
any 


height below 24 inches will do. This 
may seem too low to most people, espe- 
cially those who are in tho habit of 
growing a/id pruning apple trees into 
forest trees. 
But bear in mind that 


we want an apple tree and not a for- 
est tree, that we want fruit and plenty 
of it, and not iire wood. The nursery- 
men are willing to supply low-headed 
trees if wo demand them, hut as long 
as we prener flshing poles and whips, 
we will be served with them. It may 
cost more to grow low-headed, sticlty 
trees, since a fewer number are grown 
on a given area. 
It demands ^nore 


labor: but. the time is at hand when 
the fruit grower is willing to pay if 
ne c:an get what he wants.—Prof. E. 
P. Sandsten. Wisconsin. 


Sotation a Help. 


-Will say that most of the farmers 


in tiiis vicinity practice rotation of 
crops to a certain degree, writes a 
Kane county (111.) farmer. 
Corn, oats 


and clover is the most common and 
in my opinion the best. The princi- 
pal obstacle in this uractice is a fail- 
ure to get a crop of clover on certain 
years when it is too dry. 
There has 


been but very little of this trouble 
now for three years. 
I have found 


that this rotation is a great help, as 
much more oats and corn can be 
raised than could possibly be other- 
wise. There are a few farmers that 
follow a rotation of oats and corn, but 
usually without good results.

The amounts of concentrated 
food, 
! that is the amounts ot grain food that 


should be fed to dairy cows will, of 
course, be Influenced by the nature of 
the bulk of food that is given. Sup- 
pose cows in the one case eat clover 
or alfalfa hay ot prime quality, and 
in the other, they must consume oat 
straw, corn stalks or sorghum, tho 
amount of meal that 
would 
sufllco 


along with the clover <ir alfalfa, would 
not be pnough to feed along with the 
other fodder. 


It would not be enough 
for 
Hio 


renson first, that clover and 
alfalfa 


are in themselves a more nearly bal- 
anced ration than the fodders named; 
second, that they me more suitable 
for milk production; and. third, be- 
cause the cows will consume more of 
them relatively tuan or 
tbe other 


foods. 


Ot course the degree of concentra- 


tion in the food must be taken into 
the account. For instance, should the 
meal be composed, largely of corn in 
the one instance and mainly of whoat 
brnn in the other, the cow could take 
larger quantities of bran without In- 
jury than of corn. It is a more bulky 
food. 
In any eveut, however, even 


wnerp tbe feeding i3 sufficiently high 
It is questionable if more than eight 
to ten poundo of meal should be fed 
to a milrh cow for 
•} prolonged period 


during the season til lactation. 
Ac- 


cording to a stateemnt by tbe Orange 
Judd Farmer, a very large and robust 
cow may take one or two pounds more 
with profit, but a cow of 1.000 pounds 
live weight does not require more than 
tha amount given above. 


Coddling moth: This is the pest 


that causes wormy apples. As soon as 
the blossoms fall, spray the trees with 
the Bordeaux-arsenate mixture. 
Re- 


peal in ten days. Now don't 
delay. 


The work must be done right after 
the falling of the blossoms.—Prairie 
farmer. 


Unless sheep are caught with a crook, 


more or less wool will he wasted at 
sheep-shearing time. Sheep and lambs 
caught by hand olten lose handful* oi 
tteece.

There was 
DO lack of names, but after the pipe 
was laid one or two would take the 
water and the rest would not be ready 
untill fall or spring aud someof them 
have put it off three years and still 
have no water several times the cost 
of repairing the main has exceeded 
the whole years water rental. We 
spent last year as you see in this 
report 31,179.11, for extensions and 
the total income per year is $79,25. The 
line extended 80 ft, on 4th, Ave. for 
Johnson Hill Co, is the only one that 
pays cost $23.76 water tax 811 per 


The city is ever ready to extend the 
water mains whenever Jt is possible to 
do so without a loss but it is entirely 
unfair to promise to take the water 
and after the city went to the expense 
in laying the main not take it. There 
ha ve been several water takers that 
have done their part by putting in a 
bl >ci£ of pipe at their own expense. 
Li t the city have an ordinance like in 
m «3t other cities, that all who sign, 
and have signed, a petition for the 
extension of water mains must pay a 
water tax whether they use it or not 
and the same to be charged up, in 
with there property tax and collected 
by the city treasurer. 
; 
My wort has increased mpre than 
double to what it was three years ago, 
it is too much for one and not enough 
for two therefore I had to stop going 
around collecting water tax and have 
patrons come to the office „ to pay at 
the office in the Library building on 
the east side. Office hours from 9 to 
12 a. m. and 1 to 4 p. m. this allows 
me a few hours time in the morning 
and afternoon to do tapping and other 
work that needs my attention. 
The first month of each quarter I 


•will be at the office regularly 
to 
receive water tax, after the 
orst 
month lean not be at toe office steady 
for I have to attend to reading over 
90 meters flushing hydrants, repairing 
meters, looking after pump houses, 
wells, laying pipe, repairing leaks, etc. 
it would be better if a little later on 
the city could make arrangements 
with the city treasurer to do the 
collecting every quarter and the super- 
intendent to make out the bills like It 
is done in many other cities or allow me 
to hire some help for a short time.

It was the 
very llrst time an Indian was ever per- 
mitted to appear in court and have his 
rights tried."

A ROAD PLANE. 


Implement Which an Ohio Farnrer 


la Using to Keep the High- 


ways in Hepair. 


Upon the highways adjoining our 


faim, we are using a road plane that 
keeps the roads In excellent condition 
for the traveling public, and is but 
very little labor for us, says George W. 
Brown, of Mount Corey, 0., in writ- 
ing to Farm Journal. This implement 
is made of two solid oak planks 2x5' 
inches and nine feet in length, set up 
edgewise and framed together by 2x1 
scantling, braced in the back 
with 


short Iron braces. 
The lower edges 


of the plank are beveled upon the 
back, and are shod by bolting on tire 
iron from discarded grain drill wheels. 
An evener and doubletrees taken from 
the harrow complete the outfit. 
We 


hitch our team to this plane and drag 
it down one side of the roadway and 
back the other side, grading all the 
dirt to the center of the track. When 
rains come, the water quickly runs 
from the roadway and leaves it in good 
condition £or travel. 


Low Heads for Fruit Trees. 


I have no arbitrary height at which 


fruit trees should be headed; 
any 


height below 24 inches will do. This 
may seem too low to most people, espe- 
cially those who are in the habit of 
growing afid pruning apple trees Into 
forest trees. But bear in mind that 
we want an apple tree and not a for- 
est tiee, that we want fruit and plenty 
of it, and not flre wood. The nursery- 
men are \\Illing to supply low-headed 
trees if wt demand them, but as long 
as we prel 
we. will be 
cost more to grow low-headed, sticky 
trees, since a fewer number are grown 
on a given area.

CONCENTRATED FOOD. 


Prof. Thomas Gives His Views Upon 


This Impoitant Dairy 


Subject. 


The dnhy cow will not rise to a 


maximum of reasonable 
production 


unices she JH fed a bufllciont propor- 
tion of concentrated 
food to bring 


about such a result 
Bulky food can 


be much nioro easily grown on tho 
average farm than concentrated, Be- 
cause of this, concentrated food 
Is 


more frequently purchased than bulky 
food, and Is, therefore, more expensive 
relatively. Moreover, it is my judgment 
that ninny 
dairymen feed 
concen- 


trated foods In excess ot the needs of 
the cows which still further adds to 
the cost of feeding. Tho discussion of 
this question, therefore, is or ought to 
be, of much Importance to the dairy- 
man. 


The amounts of concentrated food, 


thut is the amounts ol grain food that 
should be fed to dairy cows will, of 
course, bo Influenced by the nature of 
the bulk of food that is given. Sup- 
pose cows in tho one case eat. clover 
or alfalfa hay of prime quality, and 
In the other, they must consume oat 
straw, corn stalks or sorghum, the 
amount of meal that 
would 
suffice 


along with the clover or alfalfa, would 
not be enough to feed along with the 
other fodder. 


It would not bo enough for the 


reason first, that clover and alfalfa 
are In themselves a more nearly bal- 
anced ration than the fodders named; 
second, that they are more suitable 
for milk production; and, third, be- 
cause the cows will consume more of 
them relatively than of the other 
loocls. 


Of course the degree of concentra- 


tion In tie food must be taken into 
the ac«ount. For instance, should tho 
meal be composed, largely of corn in 
the one instance and mainly of wheat 
bran in the other, the cow could take 
larger quantities of bran without in- 
jury than of corn. It is a more bulky 
food. 
In any eveut, however, even 


wnere the feeding ia sufficiently high 
It i!i questionable if more than eight 
to ten pounds of meal should be fed 
to a milch cow for n prolonged period 
during the season of lactation. 
Ac- 


cording to a stateemnt by the Orange 
Judd Farmer, a very largo nnd robust 
cow may take one or two pounds more 
with profit, but a cow of 1,000 pounds 
live weight does not require more than 
the amount given above.

we have a dry spell, unless we pump 
from the river which is not satis- 
factory.

still an every present demand for new 
extensions of water mains, these have 
been supplied whenever the appli- 
cation contained enough names ol 
water takers to pay 10 per cent of the 
cost of laying the pipe. There was 
no lack of names, but atter this pipe 
was laid one or two would take the 
water and the rest would not be ready 
untlll fall or spring and some of them 
have put it oil three years ami still 
have no water several times the cost 
of repairing the main has exceeded 
the whole years water rental, "We 
spent last year as you see In this 
report 81,170.11, lor extensions and 
the total income per year Is $79,25. The' 
line extended 80 It, on 4th. Ave, for 
Johnson Hill Co, Is the only one that 
pays cost $23.18 water tax $11 per 
sear. 


The city is ever ready to extend the 


water mains whenever it is possible to 
do so without a loss but it is entirely 
unfair to promise to lake the water 
and after the city went to the expense 
in laying the main not take it, There 
hs ve been several water takers that 
have done their part by putting in a 
bl >ck of pipe at their own expense. 
L( t the city have an ordinance like in 
m ist other cities, that all who sign, 
and have signed, a petition for the 
extension of water mains must pay, a 
water tax whether they use it or not 
and the same to be charged up,* in 
with there property tax and collected- 
by the city treasurer^ 


My work has increased more than 


double to what it was three years ago, 
it is too much for one and not enough 
lor two therefore I had to stop going 
around collecting water tax and have 
patrons come to the office to pay at 
the office In the Library building- on 
the east side. Office hours from 9 to 
12 a. m, and 1 to 4 p, m. this allows 
me a few nours time In the morning 
and afternoon to do tapping and other 
work that neeos my attention,

The first month of each quarter I 


will be at the office regularly to 
receive water tax, after the first 
month. I can not be at the office steady 
for I have to attend! to reading over^ 
90 meters flushing byflraots, repairing 
meters, looking after pump houses,' 
wells, iayingpipe, repairing leaksj'etp,.

sent to the executors that the divi- 
dends were accruing and -were Tin- 
claimed. 


In the year 1904 the executors re- 


ceived a letter from the solicitors of

trace dormant funds staling that

the executors will agree to pay the 
company 50 per cent, of any 
sum 


which might be 
recovered 
informa- 


tion would be given which -would prob- 
ably lead to the recovery of unclaimed 
funds belonging to the testator's es- 
tate. The communication was put into 
the hands of the firm which lells tha 
story, nnd they, after an examination 
ot the testator's and executors' paper}, 
succeeded 
in locating tho missing 


shares. 


Tho assurance company made them 


over in due course with the dividends, 
but absolutely refused to pay the 118 
years' interest which was claimed on 
the latter.

FURS OF THE MIDDLE WEST.

opossums, foxes and civet cats, ivith oc- 
casional minks or -weasels, are killed, 
and their pelt s sold for sums that in thes 
aggregate would be a great surprise to 
the public cot ia touch, with thStrapplne j 


trade. Not In years have the central 
Illinois trappers been so active as this 
year. 


One firm in Muscatine, la., pays $3,000 


each week for hides. There are many 
firms scattered over Illinois -which do 
an equally large business, and it Is prob- 
ably safe to say that during the present 
season, trappers will be paid in Illinois 
alone the sum of JIOO.OOO, while-Iowa, 
Indiana and perhaps -several other 


states of the middle we-,st will expenej 
equally large stuns In this direction. 


The majority of the animals trappeet 


in the middle west are muskrats, which 
have the least attraction for the trap- 
per, as the pelts bring only 12 to 15 cents, 
while skunks range from 50 cents to 
$2.50, according to the size and condi- 
tion; raccoon, from 50 cents to J1.75; 
opossum, from 25 to 75 cents; red toxes, 
from ?1 to S3; civet cats bring only 25 
cento.
